The reply filed on is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s). See 37 CFR 1.111. 

The CRF filed March 4, 2003 , is technically good and has been entered into the Pending 

-Applications DaLabase. However, when the^qu^ncevwere"irsed to searcirthe prior art, it was nofedThar 

SEQ ID NO: 1 differs from applicant's PCT publication in having Phe instead of Thr at position 38. On 

inspecting the file record to try to resolve this oddity, it became apparent that the specification as filed 

had Phe at position 38 in original claim 3; but the current Paper Copy of the Sequence Listing (filed July 

5, 2002) has Thr at position 38 in SEQ ID NO:l. Since SEQ ID NO: 1 is not the same in the paper and 

CRF copies, the application still is not in full compliance with the sequence rules, and it is not clear which 

sequence applicant wishes to claim. Although the other sequences have not been scrutinized to the same 

extent, it is suggested that applicant proofread both the electronic and paper copies to ensure that all of 

the sequences are identical to sequences in the application as filed. In addition, in the interest of compact 

prosecution, it is suggested that the claims be proofread and amended so that dependent claims are not 

outside the scope of the parent claim. For example, independent claim 3 1 requires the whole of SEQ ID 



N0:1; any claim to a fragment of SEQ ID NO: 1 (e.g. claims 32-33) is outside the scope of the parent 
claim, and any claim to a variation in the sequence (e.g. SEQ IDs 8 and 9 in claim 32) is also outside the 
scope of the parent claim.
